FAYETTE, Mo., July 29.—The 
death of Congressman Sam C. Ma- 
jor, 62 years old, a Democratic 
leader of the State and _ veteran 
Representative in Congress from 
the Seventh Missouri District, has 
restored the Republican majority 
in the Natienal House to two. 

Congressman Major, who was 

serving his fifth term in Congress, 
died at 2:20 p. m. yesterday. He 
suffered a paralytic stroke July 19 
and gradually grew weaker from 
day to day. 
The funeral will be held here to- 
morrow afternoon with burial here. 
Services will be held at. Centenary 
Chapel, a Methodist Church here. 
Major was an Episcopalian. 

The Congressman’s death means 
a special election must be called 
in the district within the next few 
weeks by Gov. Caulfield to fill the 
vacancy. 

The Seventh District includes 
Greene, Polk, Hickory, Benton, Pet- 
tis, Saline, La Fayette and Howard 
Counties, and extends from north 
of the Missouri River to the south- 
ern border of Greene County. It 
went heavily Democratic last elec- 
tion. 

Several Springfield men are be- 
ing mentioned as possible candi- 
dates, including Senator Lon S&S. 
Haymes, president pro tem of the 
last State Senate: Charles F. New- 
man, former chairman of the 
Greene County Democratic commit- 
tee, both Democrats: and former 
Lieutenant-Governor Phil A. Ben- 
nett, and O. J. Page, former Floor 
Leader of the State House of Rep- 
resentatives, both Republicans. 

Major was one of 12 Democrats 
in the present Missouri delegation 
of 16, but under Federal re-alloca- 
tion based on the 1930 census, Mis- 
souri will have only 13 Congress- 
men next time. Unless the State 
is redistricted before the next elec- 
tion, the 13 will be elected from 
the State at large. 

Major was elected to his fifth 
term in Congress in the 1930 elec- 
tion, after having been defeated in 
the Republican landslide of 1928 
by John W. Palmer (Rep.), Sedalia, 
Major also lost out in the Repub- 
lican landslide of 1920. He was 
elected to Congress the first time 
in 1918, 

Born in Fayette, July 2, 1869, 
Major was admitted to the bar in 
1890, served as Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Of Howard County three terms, 
and also served in the State Sen- 
ute. Dec, 17, 1895, he married 
Miss Elizabeth Simpson, St. Louis, 
who survives. Two daughters also 
survive. They are Mrs. Clifton FE.

By the death of Frederic” Van 
Blarcom, son of a former St. Louis 
bank president, Washington Uni- 
versity inherits the $270,000 estate 
of Mrs. Mary G. Van Bilarcom, 
Frederic’s mother. He has received 
the income, more than $1000 a 
month, since her death in 1921. 

Mrs. Van Blarcom’s will provid- 


ed that if her son died childless. 


her estate should go to Washington 
University, for an endowment. fund 
to be known as the Van Blarcom 
Scholarship and Fellowship Fund. 
The will did not further prescribe 
the use to be made of the money. 

An official of the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co., trustee of the estate, 


said today. that the estate ap- 


parently would go to the uni- 
versity as it was the trust com- 
pany’s information that Frederic 
Van Blarcom, whose marriage. was 
a troublous one, left no child, 

Frederic Van Blarcom died Sun- 
day nigkt in his apartment in.the 
Gaylord Hotel, Kansas City, of a 
cerebral embolism. He was 45 years 
old, and was the only son of Ja- 
cob C. Van Blarcom, who was con- 
nected with the National Bank of 
Commerce from 1870 to the time of 
his death, as its president, in 1908 
The elder Van Blarcom’s estate was 
heavily incumbered, and Frederic’s 
only inheritance was from _  hijs 
mother. Her estate included the 
Van Blarcom residence, 1 West- 
moreland place. 

The funeral will be held at 9:30 
a. m. tomorrow in the chapel of 
Missouri Crematory, Sublette ave- 
nue near Arsenal street. 

Frederic Van Blarcom, after his 
father’s death, left Washington 
University and entered a business 
college. He worked in a car fac- 


a 


tory and an “aircraft factory. In 
1912, because of erratic behavior 
following an illness, he was placed 
in a sanitarium in Glenwood, St. 
Louis County. He escaped, and be- 
gan a-course of wandering which 
took him into the United States 
Navy and to the Philippines. 

'- He was placed in a Government 
naval hospital in Washington. Es- 
caping from this. institution, . he 
went to England, enlisted in the 
British Army and saw service in 
France. He returned to St. Louis 
in’ 1920, suffering from a wound, 
and was committed-to an institu- 
tion. A Probate Court jury in 
April, 1920, declared him of un; 
sound mind, and he was placed in 
the City Sanitarium. He paid the 
city $50 a month for beard and 
lodging, and he was permitted to 
be at large in the daytime, and to 
have a hotel room downtown. 


Van Blarcom fought in the courts 
for entire freedom, and after two 
adverse decisions, he Obtained a 
jury verdict in March, 1922, that 
he was of sound mind. = This ver- 
dict gave him control of the income 
from his mother’s estate. 


In the month after his release, 


Van Blarcom married Maxine Ca- 
pas, known also as Browning, 
daughter of a farmer living near 
Sedalia. In 1924 Van Blarcom 
caused his wife’s arrest on a big- 
amy charge, declaring that she was 
the wife of another man at the time 
of her marriage to him. Van Biar- 
com failed to appear as a witness 
at several settings of the case, and 
in April, 1925, the bigamy charge 
against his wife was dismissed in 


Clayton Circuit Court. He had not 
lived in St. Louis recently.

possibility of a chance remark 
ing overheard by secret investi 
tors—some of them of Apache In- 
dian blood—seemed today to be 
the only hope for solving the mys- 
terious slaying of Henrietta Schmer- 
ler, college .esearch worker, who 
came here to study Indian life. 

Under direction of Federal au- 
thorities, agents mingled with the 
reservation population, hopeful of 
hearing an unguarded word that 
may at least Jead to indication 
whether the slayer was white or 
Indian. 

Every clew had come to naught. 
Sheriff L. D. Divelbess said tho 
puzzle “seems impossible of solu- 
tion,” but the killing was “not a 
surprising thing.” He referred to 
various warnings the girl had re- 
ceived against living unattended in 
the Apache country. 

“The girl proposed to make her- 
self a home in the . .~ midst of 
the Endians,”’ the Sheriff said, “but 
Superintendent William Donner of 
the reservation put his foot down 
on that. Then she went to an iso- 
lated place among the hills. 

“Miss Schmerler seems to me to 
have been a bright young woman, 
fired with ambition. She was de- 
termined to live among the Indians, 
get information no one else had 
been able to obtain, write it, and 
become famous. Besides this, she 
apparently loved adventure, and 
perhaps enjoyed a touch of danger. 

“TI do not believe any man ques- 
tioned had anything to <2 with her 
death. No infarmation has been 
obtained so far to warrant hope 
that we will ever discover who 
killed her.” 

The young woman, 23 years old, 
working under a research grant of 
the Anthropology Department, Co- 
lumbia University, disappeared July 
18. July 24 her body, clad in a 
squaw dress and beads, was found 
in a ravine half a mile from the 
Roosevelt School, at Fort Apache, 
where she had gone to a dance.

Asked whether he intended to take 
any action to prevent opening of 
the track he replied: “I don’t 
know anything about it.” State's

Circuit Judge Louis Bernreuter 
of Nashville, who has been an ac- 
tive opponent of dog racing in 
Madison County, is on vacation in 
Colorado.

RAIL LABOR TO RESIST | 


~ REDUCTION IN WAGE 


Union Executives Issue Warn-- 
ing and Declare Pay Is 
Not High. 


By the Associated Press. . 
WASH'NGTON, July 29-—A 
warning that organized railroad la. 
bor will resist to the utmost all ef- 
forts to reduce wages was issued 
late yesterday as the administra- 
tion reaffirmed its policy of oppo- 
sition to a lower wage scale. 

The Railway Labor Executives 
Association declared in a state- 
ment that agreements existed be- 
tween representatives of employ- 
ers and employes and the Govern- 
ment “not to permit the pressure 
of a business depression to be used 
ag the excuse for breaking down 
the American standard of living.” 

The statement was made in con- 
nection with the application of the 
railroads for a 15 per cent increase 
in freight rates. The railroad lIa- 


ber executives said the petition of 
the railroads should be consia: red 


by the Interstate Commerce see : 


mission on its merits. | 

“The commission will not lack | 
information, advice and assistance) 
in determinnig whether’ railroad | 
revenues can be, and ought to be | 
increased through freight rates,’ | 
the statement said.

City Licenses Them, but Prosecnt- 

ing Attorney Declares They | 
Are Illegal.

The licenses granted by 
the city were based on an ordi- 
nance passed in 1925, which, wane j 
lips said, conflicts with State laws.

BRUCE CAMPPELL 
SEES ILLNOS 
GOVERNORSHP 


East St. Louis Lawyer An- 
nounces Candidacy for 
the Democratic Nomina- 


The candidacy of Bruce A. 
Campbell, East St. Louis lawyer, 
for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor of Illinois was announced 
last night at a meeting of the St. 
Clair County Democratic Commit- 
tee in the courthouse at Belleville. 

Nearly all of the 157 members 
of the committee were present, and 
they indorsed Campbell's candidacy 
unanimously, through a resolution 
presented by former Congressman 
William N. Baltz of Millstadt. 
About 150 other Democratic lead- 
ers of the county were present. 

Congressman Charles A. Karch 
of East St. Louis dnd State Sen- 
ator E. P. Kline of East St. Louis 
indorsed Campbell, in short talks. 
Campbell, who is prominent in East 
Side law practice and in Illinois 
politics, arrived after the commit- 
tee had acted. 

Campbell announced he would 
run on the platform used by Iili- 
nois Democrats last year in elect- 
ing James Hamilton Lewis to the 
United States Senate. As chair- 
man of the committee that drafted 
that platform, pbell wrote 
most of it, including a plank call- 
ing for repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. He promised last 
night to amplify the views ex- 
pressed in the platform as to mat- 
ters that will be at issue in the 
coming campaign. The Illinois 
gubernatorial primary will be held 
next April. 

Touching on the conflict in Illi- 
nois between the Chicago metro- 
politan area and the rest of the 
State, Campbell told the meeting: 
“If elected, I shall know no dis- 
tinction among citizens of Illinois, 
whether they live in Chicago or 
downstate, in the city or the coun- 
try. <All are entitled to an equal 
part in the administration of State 
affairs.” 

Many assurances of support have 
reached Campbell from all parts of

He 
directed the investigations and pre- 
pared the evidence in the Arilie 
Boswell conspiracy case, the Her- 
rin conspiracy case against city 
officials and police, the New Athens 
brewery case, and others. He pre- 
pared the briefs in all cases before 
the Circuit Court of Appeals and 
argued the Government’s cases. 

Lesemann was graduated from 
the Law School of the University 
of Illinois in 1924 at the head of 
his class, having been elected to 
Phi Beta Kappa and Order of the 
Coif. His appointment was not po- 
litical.-as he was not concerned in 
political life before his appoint- 
ment as assistant to Baker. He 
will join Baker in the private prac- 
tice of law in East St. Louis.

we will set a course to the right of 
Bear Island, keeping well outside 
Spitzbergen, but not calling there 
because of the drift of pack ice, 
which is usually close to the shore 
at this time of year.

FEDERAL BOARD 
DEFENDS DESIGN

NEW YORK, July 29.—Hoover 
Dam's builders said today that the 
huge structure will stand as long 
as Black Canon, its site—and that 
the canon has stood for ages. 

This summarizes the answer of 
the United States Reclamation 
Service to questions about ‘the 
dam's safety. The answer is pub- 
lished in Civil Engineering, official 
journal of the American Society of 
Civil Brigineers,-in reply to an ar- 
itcle in the last previous issue by 
M. H. Gerry Jr., San Francisco en- 
gineer. 

The replies are signed by Elwood 
Mead, Commissioner of Reclama- 
tion, and Prof. H. M. Westergaard, 
consulting engineer of the Bureau 
of Reclamation. 

Gerry said the 727-foot dam may 
be in danger of going out, like St. 
Francis Dam, near Los Angeles. It 
might slide on its foundation, aid- 
ed by water pressure getting un- 
derneath its concrete mass. He 
questioned the adequacy of its 
“arch” shape, whereby the dam 
bends deeply inward upstream, like 
@ crescent. He suggested more 
weight to give additional security. 

Calls Criticism Misleading. 
“Nothing could be more mislead- 
ing.”” Mead writes, “than the com- 
parison of the Str, Francis and Hoo- 
ver Dams and the drawing of con- 
clusions therefrom, 

“The St. Francis Dam was essen- 
tially a gravity dam (relying on its 
weight for safety). The Hoover 
Dam will be essentially an arch 
dam. The St. Francis was not pro- 
vided with an adequate drainage 
system. Hoover Dam will be pro- 
vided with efficient drainage with- 
in the great mass of concrete as 
well as at the base of the structure. 
(Drainage is expected to relieve 
the uplifting pressure of water get- 
ting beneath the dam.) 

“Some of the abutment material 
of St. Franics Dam can be crushed 
in the fingers when dry. It dis- 
integrates and falls to pieces when 
placed in water. The abutment 
material at the Hoover Dam site, 
placed in an accurate testing ma- 
chine, withstands a compression of 
8000 pounds per square inch, a 
pressure more than 18 times as 
great as the maximum stress in the 
concrete.”’ 

Commissioner Mead names the 


on the dam's geology, and adds: 
Rock of Canon Durable. 

“The very fact that the canyon 
walls have stood with practically 
vertical sides throughout the ages 
necessary for the river to cut its 
bed down to the present level is 
prima facie evidence that the rock 
is strong and durable.”

The 
suit, a mandamus proceeding to re- 
quire State Auditor L. D. Thompson 
to register a refunding issue, was 
instituted to. test validity of the 
law. 

Passage of the act was urged by 
Legislators from counties contain- 
ing drainage and levee districts, 
who said agricultural conditions in 
many districts were such that ma- 
turities of existing bond issues 
could not be met and that several 
such issues were in default or would 
be in default if provision for ex- 
tensions were not made. 

Why Act Was Questioned. 


The act was questioned on the 
of : 


ground it authorized issuance 
refunding bonds for periods up to 
40:years, in seeming violation of 
section 12 of article 10 of the State 
Constitution limiting certain bond 
issues for public purposes to 29 
years. 

Judge Frank pointed out that 
the Court had held that bonds is- 
sued in -benefit districts against 
special assessments were not an in- 
debtedness within the meaning of 
section 12. 

“The bonds in question not being 
an indebtedness within the meaning 
of the Constitution,”” he said, “it 
necessarily follows that the consti- 
tutional provision fixing the mazi- 
mum period of time in which in- 
debtedness must be paid at 20 years 
has no application.

The commission would have prison officials more 
carefully selected, bettc~ paid, guaranteed longer ten- 
ure and trained by the state for their work. It would 
develop educational programs within the institutions 
and would extend prison labor by the development 
of the state use system of employment and by the in- 
creasing use of convicts in farming, reforestation, 
drainage and road work. It recommends the develop- 
ment of educationa'’ ‘raining, the payment of wages 
and the attainment of an increasing degree of self- 
support. Parole is approved as the best method of 
release from prison yet devised, and improved pro- 
vision for its administration is urged. The commis- 
sion suggests the creation of expert central parole 
boards in the states, of field parole agents and 
the application of social case work methods in parole 
supervision. It is of the opinion that far larger num- 
bers of offenders could safely be placed upon proba- 
tion and states that “no man should be sent to a 
penal institution until it is definitely determined that 
he is not a fit subject for probation.” Accordingly, 
it.favors the appointment of more probation officers, 
their more careful selection and training and state 
supervision of the court probation service. Parole 
and probation, it suggests, might will be developed by 
the state with the funds saved as a consequence of 
the abandonment, for large numbers of offenders, 
of imprisonment in unnecessary and expensive fort- 
resses of stone and steel. 

The items in this program are not new. Each of 
them has been recommended before by official agen- 
cies.

But here, for the first time, they 
are brought together to form a comprehensive pro- 
gram of penal reform. The report is based upon the 
recommendations of an advisory committee, which 
included in its membership nearly all of the out- 
standing penologists and penal administrators in the 
United States. It carries the names of the members 
of a national commission composed of lawyers and 
judges—sober, substantial men. It is in no sense, 
therefore, the work of sentimentalists or impractical 
visionaries. It thts may well become a landmark in 
the history of penal progress in America.

CHILE'S REVOLUTION. 

Chile is the latest Latin American nation to react 
by reyolutiom against economic distress. President 
Ibanez has become a fugitive as the result of unrest 
set in motion by the low prices ef nitrates and cop- 
per, coupled with world depression. The Chilean 
revolution is the eighth overturn in Latin American 
countries in the last 18 months, and economic fac- 
tors have been more conspicuous than political mo- 
tives in nearly all of them. Bolivia, Brazil, Argen- 
tina, Peru, Panama, Guatemala and the Dominican 
Republic have turned out their governments in that 
time. Machado still is sitting on the lid in Cuba,’ 
holding down violent opposition, and Gomez, dictator 
of Venezuela, keeps his power by military force.

BITTER TAX MEDICINE. 
From the Lincoln (Neb.) Star. 
EW YORK, Wisconsin and other states 


which have adopted the income tax as 
part of their fiscal systems are up against 
the same condition this year as that from 
which the United States Treasury is suf- 
fering—a serious shortage of revenue. Their 
citizens and corporations that formerly en- 
joyed large incomes and contributed sub- 
stantially on that account to the public cof- 
fers are not paying very mugh this year, 
Because of the falling off in their earnings, 
dividends, etc., in 1930. Next year the 
story will be the same, only worse, as cur- 
rent income for these persons and busi- 
ness concerns has decreased still further. 
This shrinkage in public revenue from 
income taxes will have to be made up from 
other sources. Taxes.on property will be 
materially increased to make up the dif- 
ferences. Owners of real estate, merchan- 
dise, machinery, automobiles, livestock and 
other tangibie goods will have to pay more 
at a time when they should be paying less. 


During flush times, the states that col-* 


lect income taxes broadened thefr spending 
in many directions. The money came 
easily, and it went the same way. Bat 
when business slumped and earnings de- 
clined, the governmental burdens remained 
the same. Politicians in office do not or- 
dinarily trim expenditures to match the 
times. ‘The cost of government means 
nothing to them. They continue their re- 


_spective establishments on the same basis 


as before, and make the taxpayers foot 
the bills. 

The people of Nebraska can congratulate 
themselves that the income tax system is 
not in force here. If it were, our State 
Government, too, would be in the same 
plight teday as those of Wisconsin and New 
York. -With much of the customary reve- 
nue from income taxes cut off, there could 
be but one result, namely, the raising of 
property taxes. 

It is far better .ffor a governmental divi- 
sion to get along on a comparatively mod- 
est budget, sustained by a simple taxation 
system, than to go in for every kind of 
tax that human ingenuity can devise. 60- 
called “tax reform” in many instances is 
nothing more nor less than an aggravation 
of the evil of too Many taxes.

PARIS. 
OB BRINKERHOFF, the 
B blond New # York illustrator, 
blew inte town today on the last 
lap of a swing around the globe. 
having set off from Vancouver in 
March. Since I saw him he has 
watched geishas in Japan, sipped 
tea along Bubbling Well Road in 
Shanghai, talked to Gandhi and 

slept in Formosa camphor trees. 

Cutting across Place Victor Hugo, 
I espied his familiar figure, let go 
a full-throated Comanche whoop, 
sailed my pearl-gray chapeau sky- 
ward and screamed: “Hey, Brink!” 
He dropped a suitcase, criss-crossed 
with flamboyant labels, and we 
snapped into a waltz on the ancient 
cobblestones. 

Bob is a friend of long standing. 
We came to New York together, 
pitching camp in a walk-up apart- 
ment far uptown in the 140’s. We 
had slaved side by side for several 
years in the editorial rooms of the 
Cincinnati Post. 

In those first days in the metrop- 
olis we were gay young buccaneers 
on the journalistic high seas. Money 
was so coy and reluctant that we 
often cut each other's hair and 
there were bleak days when we 
pussy-footed from our flat via the 
fire escape to avoid a rather un- 
sentimental landlord. 

After our chance meeting, I took 
him around to Willis Morgan's 
pork-chop emporium and filled him 
to his outstanding ears with fried 
chicken, corn fritters and yellow 
ice cream a la Americaine. My 
hospitality was top notch save 
neglecting l’'additione. One forgets 
in the hurry of travel. 

Bob and I have explored Paris 


before together, even to a skiff ride. 
through the sewers, and as he was 
neturally fed up on “rubber-neck- . 
ing,” we drifted to a sidewalk table 
up an obscure side street and 
gabbed ourselves out. Then we 
paid a surprise visit to Hattie Bell 
Johnston in her rue Eugene Fiachet 
domicile. 

She is the widow of the nalow 
William Johnston, author, former 
Sunday editor of the New York 
World and intimate of O. Henry. 
For many years Hattie Bell and 
Bill Johnston's Ninety-first street 
home was the “Charles and Mary 
Lamb’s” of the literati. Few writ- 
ers there are who have not been 
warmed by their hospitality. 


NE of the unimportant but un 


forgettable etchings of Paris to 
me is that crepuscular hour of ut- 
ter sidewalk and street‘ desolation 
between 8 and 9 in the evening. 
The only figures to ‘be seen are the 
gnarled and heavily mustached 
women who seep out from their 
clammy depths with their white 
and olack fox terrier like dogs— 
the dogs séen nowhere save in 
Paris. It is the only hour of day 
when Paris presents a haunting 
melancholy.

Freckles 
NE. may say about freckles 
Q what Mark Twain said about 
the weather—it is a theme up- 
on’ which there has been a iot of 
talk and very little action. 

Freckles are things we are born 
with, but, like flowers, their ap- 
pearance is stimulated when the 
sunlight is bright. 

Freckles grow faint and may 
even disappear during the winter, 
but are liable to crop out again in 
June. Ag one grows older, freckles 
tend to become less noticeable. 

Freckles are a cosmetic prob- 
lém, never a serious health prob- 
lem. Their development may bo 
controlled by shielding the skin 
against sunlight, by wearing a veil 
or by using a face cream which 
contains zinc or bismuth. 


Their temporary lightening or 
removal is occasionally possible, 
though always difficult Hydrogen 
peroxide, which has a bleaching 
power, may sometimes help. 

A more thorough temporary re- 
moval of freckles requires the 
desquamation or removal of the 
upper layers of the skin. 


Needless to say, this is a dan- 
gérous procedure and should never 
be attempted by any one but an 
expert dermatologist, for the  »roc- 
ess requires the application to the 
skin of a destructive irritant, 
which, should it be allowed to, work 
its way ta the deeper layers of the 
skin, is liable to effect permanent 
injury. 

Care must also be exercised in 
the use of freckle-removing creams 
and lotions, for practically all of 
them contain substances which are 
liable -permanently to injure the 
skin, Bichloride of mercury, an 
extremely dangerous poison, is 
sometimes the active ingredient. 

When one has but a few freckles 
and certain of these are a very 
distinct blemish to one’s appear- 
ance, they may be removed by 
electrolysis.
